After long wrangling, Sen 
ate-House conferees came to 
terms on a provision directing 
that rents be fixed at a level 
giving landlords a 
"fair 
net 
operating income." 
The 
bill 
also would let 
states, 
cities, 
towns and villages scrap rent 
controls if the state governor 
approved. 


The compromise still must be 
ratified by both the Senate and 
House before it can be sent to Presi- 
dent Truman. Time is running short. 
Hie present rent law expires at mid- 
night Thursday. 
Put Off Senate Action 


Apparently because many sena- 
tors already had left for home, ad- 
ministration leaders decided to put 
off senate action until tomorrow 
The House is expected to act then, 
too. 


But the measure was presented to 
the senate officially today, and it 
promptly stirred a round of protest. 


The provision under attack was 
the one requiring the housing ex- 
pediter to fix rent ceilings at a level 
which would give landlords a "fair 
net operating income." 


Senators Ferguson (R-Mich.> and 
Taft (R-Ohio) contended the provi- 
sion is too vague. They said it isn't 
clear what is meant by a "fair in- 
come" and just how it would be 
determined. 


The bill was defended by Sena- 
tors Maybank (D-S.C. and Spark- 
n a n (D-Ala.). They said there are 
adequate guideposts for the housing 
expediter to use in arriving at a 
fair income for landlords. 
Bricker Calls It 'Sham* 
* Before the debate started, Senator 
Bricker (R-Ohio) told a reporter the 
bill is "an absurdity and a sham" so 
far as providing relief for landlords 
is concerned. 
He said he might 
move tomorrow to send the measure 
back to the joint committee for re- 
vision. 


The "fair net operating income" 
provision was included in lieu of a 
senate bill clause which would have 
boosted many rents 10 per cent and 
a House one assuring landlords "a 
reasonable return on the reasonable 
value" of their property. 


Bricker is understood to have op- 
posed the scuttling of the House 
language in the conference. 


Backers of this phraseology say It 
would compel the Housing expediter, 
in fixing rent ceilings, to make al- 
lowances for interest the landlord 
pays 
on mortgages, costs. 
The 
phrase "fair net operating income" 
covers such things as operating and 
maintenance expenses and real es- 
tate taxes, but not interest and am- 
ortization costs, legislators said.

Diggers quit the pits March 
14 on orders of U M W Chief 
John L. Lewis. He said the two- 
week stoppage was a memorial 
to dead and injured miners. He 
declared also it was a protest 
against

appointment 
of 
Dr. James Boyd as U. S. Bureau 
of Mines head. 


Lewis' order terminating the work 
stoppage made no reference to Boyd. 
His announcement of the work stop- 
page minced no words on his opin- 
ion of the new mines bureau head. 
Cost 20,000,000 Tons Of Coal 
! 


A western Pennsylvania coal op-j 
erators association spokesman esti- 
mated that the stoppage cost some 
20,000,000 tons of coal production. 
This source fixed wage losses at $55,- 
000,000, based on two full work weeks. 
But many mines, in both hard and 
soft coal regions affected, were work- 
ing at a reduced scale when the stop- 
page began. Steel-company-owned 
pits were working six days—one more 
than the work week—in many cases. 


The Pennsylvania state anthracite 
committee today fixed a 965,000-ton 
weekly quota for the first week of 
the hard coal miners' return. This 
was double the quota of the week of 
March 7, the last the miners' worker 
the anthracite pits before the shut- 
down. The diggers were working only 
two and three days a week under the 
old quota. The quota fixed today 
means at least four days this week. 


House Group OKs

Washington, March 2S—IJP)— A 
new battis over the old issue of gov- 
ernment power projects was fore- 
cast today when the House appro- 
priations committee endorsed a big 
transmission program. It is wrap- 
ped up in the Interior department's 
$577,324,408 money bill for the year 
starting July 1.

Boy, 12,Laughingly 
Admits Strangling 
Two-Year-Old Boy

— A laughing admission that "I 
tried this once before" was made 
today, Municipal Judge Hazen W. 
McEssy said, a 12-year-old boy ac- 
cused of strangling little Michael 
Strobel last Wednesday night. 


The Judge, who interviewed the 
lad in his chambers pursuant to 
Wisconsin state law in juvenile mat- 
ters, ordered a physical and mental 
examination and set April 8 as the 
date for a hearing on a charge of 
causing Michael's death.

The boy, who has eight brothers 
and sisters, was quoted by police as 
admitting that he used a belt to 
strangle two-year-old Michael. 
He 
bumped his head during a tussle 
with the smaller boy who didn't 
want to go to bed, officers said he 
related, adding that "when I bump 
my head it makes me mad." 


Michael's body was found early 
Thursday, wrapped neatly in a pil- 
lows piled on top, behind a curtain 
in his parents' bedroom after his 
mother, a night-shift waitress, re- 
turned home and noticed he was not 
in his own bed.

More than once Mr. Truman has said, in effect, that 
there are a million men in the United States better quali- 
fied to be President than he. but that he is the man who 
happens to have the job.

Manila — UP) — Bataan. the old 
peninsula of death, has made an 
important contribution to life. 


An experiment in enriching rice 
with vitamins and iron concentrates 
has proved successful in reducing 
malnutrition and beriberi, ancient 
scourge of the Asiatics. 


Deaths from beriberi were reduced 
by one-third in seven experimental 
towns on Bataan, according to pre- 
liminary reports on the first four 
months of the program. 
Seventy 
thousand Filipinos were fed this 
special rice. 


In the same four-month period, 
from October of last year to Janu- 
ary, children in Philippine govern- 
ment institutions also were fed with 
this enriched rice. Their increases 
in height and weight were slightly 
more than those of a control group 
fed with ordinary white, polished 
rice. 


Personnel in the Philippine armed 
forces, who have been fed the en- 
riched rice for six months, no longer 
have beriberi. 


The experiment consists of adding, 
at a nominal cost, thiamin, niacin 
and iron pyrophosphate to rice in 
mixing machines furnished by the 
U.S. Public Health Service.

Down On Intentional 
Fouling In Cage Tilts 


Seattle, March 28 — (JP) — Basket- 
ball's rule makers slapped the wrists 
of the defense today by tightening 
the penalty on fouling in the game's 
last two minutes. 


From now cm each foul committee 
in the final 120 seconds will be 
charged to the offending player as 
a technical foul. The ball will be 
dead after the free throw attempt 
and the offended team then will 
take It out of bounds at center court 


This was the main rule change 
adopted by 18 of 19 voting members 
of the national basketball committee 
of the United States and Canada. It 
marked the close of a two -day ses- 
sion. 


At present the team fouled has the 
option of taking the ball out of 
bounds or shooting the free throw. 
Only One Toss If Intentional 


Two charity tosses still will be 
Siven if a player is fouled in the act 
Df shooting, but not for intentional 
fouling—as at present—unless un- 
necessary roughness is involved. 


To provide compensation for the 
team trailing, the committeemen 
voted to rewrite the rule governing 
withholding of the ball from play 
to make it a little easier to tie up the 
ball. 


Neither players nor spectators will 
be notified when the technical foul 
rule becomes effective. The official 
will be expected to watch the timer 
for a signal as to whether the two- 
minute period is under way when a 
foul is committed. 
Make Foals Costly 


In high school games, the rule 
will go into effect with the first of- 
ficials' timeout or dead ball that 
occurs after the first five minutes of 
the fourth quarter. 


Committee Secretary H. V. Porter 
said the rules designed to "make it 
too costly to intentionally foul" in 


the last minutes. 


"ITie committee also adopted a rule 
dealing with games played in quar 
tcrs, such as high school games. The 
rule provides the ball will be put 
in play at the beginning of each 
quarter by a jump from center. 


Previously, the ball had been put 
in play in the second and fourth 
quarters from out of bounds.

"I hurried to the police station to 
notify the officers," Hocking con- 
cluded.
